election to be held Tuesday, Novem­ 
ber 2, have been prepared by Secre­ 
tary of State Charles O 
Hildebrant, 
state supervisor ot elections. 
Each 
county election board will be furnish­ 
ed with copies 
Upon entering the polling place the 
voter m ust state his name and resi­ 
dence. 
He must not occup> a voting 
shelf occupied by another, nor may 
he take up more than five minutes in 
marking his ballots. The ballot must 
be marked with a black lead pencil. 
If the ballot is soiled or defaced in 
m arking it another can he ob'ainea. 
An elector is not allowed to carry 
off a ballot which he may not vote. 
If he does not vote it to must return 
it to the ballot officer before leaving 
the polling place. Before leaving the 
voting shelf the elector must fold his 
ballot so that it cannot be seen how 
he voted. 
The marks on the ballot 
must be concealed. 
How to Vote Straight Ticket. 
W here partisan tickets are tu the 
field, an elector can vote a straight 
ticket b> making a 
cross-mark 
in 
the circular space below the device 
and above the name of the part} at 
the head of Its ticket. 
Another way 
to vote a straight party ticket is to 
put an X before the name of each 
randidate of such party. 
If the voter desires to vote a mixed 
ticket, he can do so bv omitting m ak­ 
ing a cross-mark in the circle above 
tbe name of his party a*': by m ark­ 
ing an X in front of the candidate 
of whichever party he wishes to sup­ 
port. 
This is the easiest and surest 
way to vote a mixed ticket. 
If an elector wishes to vote for a 
person whose name 
is not 
on the 
ticket, he can write in the name in 
black lead pencil or in black ink in 
the proper place and by writing an 
X infront of the name can have it 
counted as a vote. 
This is the m eth­ 
od used where no nominations have 
been made. 
F o u r A m e n d m e n ts. 
An elector desiring to vote for any 
of the proposed am endm ents to the 
constitution shall do so by making a 
cross mark to the left of the word 
[‘yes’’ and to vote against it shall do 
so by making a cross m ark to the 
left of the word "no." 
Ohio voters 
will vote upon 
four 
constitutional 
am endm ent proposals. 
Any elector who declares to 'he 
presiding judge of elections that he 
is unable to m ark his ballot by rea­ 
son of blindness, paralysis, extreme 
old age or other physical infirmity, 
and such infirmity is apparent to the 
judges, m ay be aided by two judges 
of opposite politics in 
marking his 
ballot.

This sinister 
characteristic of the disease is clear­ 
ly shown b y Dr. M W. Bland, state 
registrar of v ital statistics, in tab les 
analyzing the numb er of 
deaths

Ohio from tub erculosis in 1914 
The figures show that the larger 
numb er of males die from tub ercu 
los i- b etween the ages of 20 and 25, 
while the mortality rate is 
higher 
among females b etween the ages of 
20 and 34). 
Comparativ ely few die 
f r om this disease b efore the age of 
15 or after the age of 50. 
In Ohio in 1914, 397 males and 340 
females died of tub erculosis b etween 
the ages of 25 and 29, while 352 males 
and 367 females died b etween the age* 
of 20 and 25. 
“The 
statistics 
present 
another 
reason why a permanent 
campaign 
should b e carried on against tub er 
culosis.” declared Dr. R. O. Paterson, 
director of the div ision of tub ercu 
lost - ot the state b oard of health, in 
commenting on Dr. Bland’s report ’’ 
Tub erculosis claims its v ictims at the 
time in their liv es when they should 
b< most useful to themselv es, to their 
families and to the community.
